Senate panel gives okay 
to multi-billion state budget 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The Senate 
Finance Committee has approved a $15.5 
billion version of the proposed state 
budget and included money for new 
prisons and an average 10 1 per cent pay 
hike for most state employes 
The tentative spending plan, adopted 
Thursday night on an 11-0 vote, is about 
$300 m iliion more than originally sought 
by Brown for the next fiscal year beginn­ 
ing July 1 
If approved by the full Senate it will be 
sent to a two-house conference com m it­ 
tee where it w ill be reconciled with the 
Assembly s version, now under prepara­ 
tion 
Both the money to finance new prisons 
and the pay hikes will be major items of 
discussion in the conference committee 
Ways and Means subcommittees have 
rejected the prison proposal and voted an 


average 8 per cent pay hike for state 
workers 
In a rare move, the Finance Commit­ 
tee rejec ted a subcommittee proposal to 
deny l3rown s request for the money to 
construct two prisons in Southern 
California 
The 
sm aller panel had 
recommended the spending of only 
enough money to begin planning for the 
new facilities and renovation of aging 
San Quentin 
Sen 
Arlen Gregorio. D-San Mateo, 
argued that Department of Correctious 
estimates of increases in the prison 
population had frequently been inac­ 
curate in the past and that the new 
facilities might not be needed 
The committee voted 8-4 to approve a 
motion by Sen John Nejedly. R-Wralnut 
Creek, to set aside the money for 
expenditure in the 1978-79 fiscal vear 


Legislative Analyst A 
Alan Post 
warned the panel that unless the money 
was approved now, the governor in 
future years m ight 
“d is to rt your 
priorities by vetoing $100 million in other 
bills to protect his position ” 
Post and the state Personnel Board 
had recommended an average 10.1 per 
cent salary hike but Brown proposed a 
maximum 6 5 per cent hike 


On a motion bv Sen Peter Behr. R- 
Tiburon. the committee voted 7-4 to ap­ 
prove the higher figure, a move Marty 
Morgenstem, 
Brown's state employe 
labor negotiator, called “ a raid on the 
state treasure “ 


However, the committee went along 
with Brown's proposal to provide a 5 per 
cent pay hike for academic employes at 
the University of California and State 


University and College System 
A 6-5 vote rejected a recommendation 
to withhold state support for Cowell 
Hospital at the University of California 
as long as the medical facility provides 
abortions to students 
Sen Walter Stiern, D-Bakersfield, said 
he supported “ the right of women to take 
responsibility for their own bodies ' But 
he added his subcommittee “ felt it was a 
bit strange that taxpayers of the state, 
which in part pays for Cowell Hospital, 
should pay for termination of pregnancy 
techniques.”

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The Senate 
today narrow ly approved a bill to 
provide life behind bars without pos­ 
s ib ility of parole fo r first-d e gree 
murderers but imposing death for life- 
term convicts who kill in prison 
The bill 
which 
if passed, faces a 
promised veto by Gov 
Edmund G 
Brown Jr . went to the Assembly on a 22- 
9 vote, one more than the simple 
m ajority required 
Previously, the Senate defeated the 
legislation (SB220) but gave the author. 
Sen Milton Marks. R-San Francisco, a 
second chance The measure would self 
destruct if the legislature overrides the 
governor s veto of a bill to restore 
capital punishment in California 
Brown vetoed the death penalty bill 
' as a matter of conscience” but favors 
life in prison without possibility of 
parole for convicted murderers 
He has warned, however, he would 
veto the Marks proposal if it reached 
him because the bill prescribes death for 
lifcterm convicts who commit murder in 
prison and he opposes capital punish­ 


ment in any form 
Since the state Supreme Court struck 
down capital punishment on Dec 7. the 
maximum term for convicted murderers 
is life in prison with the possibility of 
parole in seven years 
Marks contended that absent the death 
penalty his bill would be “ stronger than 
the existing law .” If signed by Brown, it 
would become law Jan 1 
Meantime, death penalty supporters 
have declared they w ill mount an in­ 
itiative drive for the November 1978 
ballot to restore capital punishment if 
Brown's veto of the capital punishment 
bill by Sen George Deukmejian. R-Long 
Beach, is upheld by the Democratic- 
dominat**d leg'slature 
Assuming the proposed initiative was 
approved. Marks said Californians would 
be given more protection under his bill 
than he said they now receive between 
Jan 1 and the November election 
If the veto was sustained, Marks 
promised he would add an 
"urgency” 
clause to his bill that would make it 
become effective im m ediately upon 


Brown's signature Such a clause would 
re q u ire a tw o -th ird s vote of the 
legislature for approval 


But Deukmejian urged that the bill be 
defeated, arguing that there was “ no 
evidence to show that by providing life 
without possiblity of parole that this is 
going to deter anybody from commiting 
firstxlegree murder ” 
He declared when Californians voted 
overwhelmingly for restoration of the 
death penalty in 1972 they expressed 
themselves clearly in favor of capital 
punishment 


“This bill is nothing like what the peo­ 
ple want to have in the law,” he told 
Ma**“~ “ An* *hing shori of that is short 
of what t. *,<, ople directed us to do.” 
Sen Nate Holden, D-Culver City, in­ 
sisted that the Marks plan represented a 
“ much stronger law than we now have in 
effect ” 
‘ I t ’s unreasonable and a high risk to

Wholesale 
prices rose a moderate 0 4 per cent in 
May and unemployment eased very sl­ 
ightly to 6 9 per cent, the Labor Depart­ 
ment reported today 
Food prices declined in May for the 
first time in six months - providing the 
first sign of a break in the strong in­ 
flat lonary surge that began in early 1977 
Coffee prices fell for the first time since 
November 
May s 0 4 per cent 
increase in 
wholesale prices was the smallest since 
August 1976. and far below increases of 
about 1 per cent in each of the last three 
months 
The 2 3 per cent decline in food pric­ 
es was the largest in nine months, sur­ 
prising administration economists who 
had expected the surge in food prices to 
continue through summer It compared 
to increases averaging more than 2 per 
cent in each month since 1977 began 
The decline in unemployment from 7 
per cent in April was almost insignifi­ 
cant. since the number of unemployed 
A m ericans rem ained v irtu a lly un­ 
changed at 6 75 m illion 
May s 6 9 per cent unemployment rate 
marked the lowest it has been since the 
earlv davs of the recession in November, 
1974 


Joblessness last month also was 2 1 per 


cent below the recession peak es­ 
tablished in May. 1975 More than 1 per 
cent of that decline occurred over the 
past six months 
The Wholesale Price Index stood at 
195 2 in Ma\ This means goods costing 
$100 in 1967 now cost $195 20 
nearly a 
doubling of prices over the past decade 
Industrial prices rose a moderate 0 4 
per cent in Mas. the smallest increase in 
five months Prices of processed foods 
and feeds also moderated, rising 1 8 per 
cent 
Fuel and power prices continued to 
rise, but prices were down sharply for 
farm products mclduing grains, eggs, 
green coffee cocoa beans, tea soybeans, 
poultry and vegetables 
The trends in wholesale prices and un­ 
employment provided encouraging news 
tor Americans Wholesale prices even­ 
tually affect prices in retail stores 
Total employment rose for the seventh 
consecutive month in May. climbing 
400 000 to 90 4 m illion The percentage of 
Americans in the labor market rose to 
62 2 per cent 
a record 
Most of the increased employment oc­ 
curred in factories, which hired an extra 
65.000 persons in May The biggest gams 
were in the fabricated metal, machinery 
and electrical equipment industries 
Unemployment declined a full fiercen- 


tage point over the five-month period 
th.it ended in April, establishing a new 
post recession low of 7 per cent Inflation 
meanwhile has approached a double­ 
digit annual rate over the past few 
months 
Wholesale prices rose at an annual 
rate exct'eding 13 per cent in both March 
and April Uonsumer prices quickly re­ 
sponded 
rising by an annual rate of 
nearly 10 per cent during April 
Food prices have been the chief culprit 
for the American consumer since the 
start of 1977 They rose at a compound 
annual rate of 17 4 per cent over the past 
three months in retail stores, and 13.1 
per cent at wholesale 
Secretary W 
Michael Blumenthal 
acknowledged Thursday this trend will 
continue for months “ In the case of food 
prices,” he said, “ we think they will con­ 
tinue to rise for a little while longer — 
maybe to the end of the summer "

Following Senate approval last week, 
the House passed the massive jobs bill bv 
voice vote and sent it to President 
Carter It authorizes continuation for one 
year of the Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act, including the public 
service jobs program 
The program provides federal funds to 
pay the salaries of hard-core un­ 
employed put to work by state and local 
governments The revised program will 
increase the number of jobs from 300 000 
to 725.000 
Money for the program was included in 


an a pp ropriations measure passed 
earlier but it cannot be spent until Carter 
signs the authorizing bill 
Marshall said the $20 million to furnish 
work for urban youth will be drawn from 
d is c re tio n a ry 
Labor 
D ep a rtm en t 
funds 
That brings to $664 million the amount 
of money the federal government will 
spend for a summer jobs program this 
year More than 1 million jobs w ill be of­ 
fered 
The money can be spent only for inner 
city youth in metropolitan areas with 
unemployment of 9 per cent or more 
The 1977 summer program is by far 
the biggest in both dollars and jobs in the 
13-year history of summer programs.” 
Marshall said 
“ This administration is 
showing its continuing commitment to 
do everything in its power to alleviate 
unemployment among the youth of our 
nation 
“ Inner cities have the greatest con­ 


centrations of unemployed,” he said, 
“ and youth unemployment in these areas 
represents the largest share of the un­ 
employed

known as the 
father of Italy's “ new realism’ 
school of movies, was taken ill 
in his apartment on the out­ 
skirts of the exclusive Panoli 
d istrict and died shortly 
afterward relatives said 
Onlv last month, he had 
presided over the awards jury 
at the Cannes Film Festival 
Rossellini 
who outraged 
moralists and charmed men 
and women alike, made some of 
the greatest motion picturs to 
come out of Italv after World 
W ar II 
He was b itte rly 
denounced and passionately 
defended 
He left no one 
neutral 
He won both publicity and 
harsh attacks for his tempestu­ 
ous love affairs with Swedish- 
born actress Ingrid Bergman, 
the late Italian actress Anna 
Magnani 
and Indian actress 
Sonali das Gupta 
Rossellini’s death came less 
than four years after that of 
Miss Magnani in whose funeral 
procession he marched, and 
two and a half years after that 
of Vittorio De Sica his fellow 
leader of movie neorealism

Marijuana haul 
big in Hawaii 


HONOLULU (U P I) - Au­ 
thorities confiscated $5 7 
million worth of marijuana in 
the second day of “ Operation 
Destroy.’’ a massive sweep of 
two islands by authorities try­ 
ing to break Hawaii’s lucrative 
pot trade 
The biggest seizure Thursday 
was on Kauai, were a joint 
force composed of police and 
the national guard harvested 
3,733 plants out of the ground by 
hand Their value was placed at 
$3 7 million 
Kauai vice squad chief Calvin 
Fujita said plants 11 feet tall 
were found growing in the 
remote Kalalau and Hanakapiai 
valleys along the rugged Na 
Pali coast 
On Maui. Police Chief John 
San Diego reported 7,000 plants 
were netted, valued at $2 
million in West Coast prices 
“ It’S going off better than I 
anticipated." San Diego said 
Near Nahiku Maui, a woman 
shook her fist at a search 
helicopter then pointed a gun at 
it he said 
The chopper landed and 
authorities confronted 
the 
woman and confiscated her 
gun which turned out to be an 
inoperable 
Japanese-made 
World War II souvenir 
“ She accused us of flving our 
helicopter too low. 
which 
wasn't true.” San Diego said 
“ We were 500 feet above her 
house 
The chief said authorities saw 
marijuana growing near her 
home the previous day, but it 
was gone when they returned 
Thursday 
The total haul after two days 
on both islands was placed at 
7 4 tons of the illegal weed, 
valued at $8 4 million dollars 
The raids were to continue to­ 
day in the east Maui area and 
along northeastern 
Kauai, 
police said 
Gov George Arioshi called 
out some 40 national guards­ 
men to assist police in the 
raids 
Fujita said continued small- 
scale 
mopping-up 
operations 
will be needed when the current 
raids are through because 
manv marijuana growers are 
bound to sim ply replant 
although they have lost most of 
their summer crop 


However, no other major coffee 
roasters have yet followed suit 
Folger. the nation’s second 
largest coffee roaster, attribut 
ed its price cut to “ declines in 
imported green coffee prices 
during the past several weeks 
The move came one day after

Folger. a division of the 
Cincinnati-based 
Procter & 
Gamble Co , was the first 
roaster to exceed the $4 barrier 
March 14 It also became, on 
May 12. the first major roaster 
to lower its prices 
A Folger spokesman said that 
decrease — from $4 46 to $4 21 
— only avoided “ the necessity 
of the previous increase being 
passed along to consumers ' 
and “ would not result in lower 
shelf prices in most stores ’’ 
But Thursday's drop repre­ 
sents a flat reduction and 
should give coffee drinkers 


some relief at the retail level 
In White Plains, N Y

spokesman for General Foods 
Corp the No 1 roaster said he 
knew of no pian^ to lower prices 
another notch 
On May 13. General Foods 
rescinded its last round of pro e 
boosts by 25 cents a pound on 
ground coffee and left Maxwell 
House the leading I S brand 
at $4 21 a pound 
Elsewhere, there was more 
encouraging news for coffee 
drinkers Safeway Stores In> 
based in Oakland. Calif 
sl­ 
ashed the shelf price of a pound 
of Folger ground coffee by 54 
cents to $4 09 from $4.63 
A U PI check of retailers in 
other parts of the nation hours 
before the latest Folger reduc­ 
tion showed they were holding 
the line, however 
The meteoric rise in coffee 
prices began after a July 1975 
frost damaged 73 5 per cent of 
Brazil's coffee crop Until then, 
the typical retail price for a 
pound of coffee was a mere

WASHINGTON — President Carter 
declared after taking office that he 
would never retreat from his un­ 
equivocal stand on human rights But he 
now is quietly asking Congress to weaken 
national policy on the human rights is­ 
sue 
Carter received international acclaim 
for his moral battle against repressive 
regimes as he slashed 
American military aid 
to Argentina. Uruguay 
and Ethiopia 
Both 
conservatives 
and 
liberals 
in Congress 
applauded his actions, 
and the House quickly 
responded by cutting 
m ilit a r y 
aid 
to 
Nicaragua 
and the 
Philippines 
The House also pas­ 
sed a bill requiring 
American 
represen­ 
tatives at world lending institutions to 
vote against loans to countries that 
flagrantly violate human rights 
In the last few weeks, however. 
Carter's foreign policy advisers have 
been getting signals from abroad that the 
president may be pushing his human 
rights offensive too far Consequently. 
Carter has had to backtrack from his 
aggressive stance 


On May 19. for instance, he met 
privately with a group of congressmen at 
the White House, and soon found himself 
under tough questioning on human rights 
bv Rep Louis Stokes. D-Ohio 


As one of the participants recalls, 
Carter said that if Congress cut off funds 
to human rights violators, it “ would 
seriously handcuff us in terms of our 
re la tio n s h ip 
w ith 
o th er 
countries 
Speaking persuasively Carter said his 
p olicies alread y had convinced 
authoritarian Paraguay to admit a 


human rights task force from the United 
Nation^ The president added that his 
wife s visit to Peru could help induce 
that nation to follow up its release of 
some political prisoners with still more 
human rights gestures 


Some of those present strongly felt 
that Carter was dodging the question, 
they later admitted 
But Carter, ap­ 
parently sensing their uneasiness, as­ 
sured them 
i 'm not going to betray 
America 


According to one source, he continued 
“ I hope Congress isn't going to tie my 
hands ’’ The president described 
America's problems with such issues as 
immigration quotas before asking 
for 
greater “ flexibility“ from Congress 


Stokes was so convinced by the 
president's argument that he cast the 
key vote to continue U S -sponsored 
training of Argentine troops in the 
Panama Canal Zone The foreign troops 
are taught such tecmques as psy­ 
chological 
warfare, 
urban counterin­ 
surgency. and other skills for suppress­ 
ing opposition to dictatorships 
A 
number of Stokes' colleagues, 
however, are bitterly grumbling that 
Carter is no longer willing to back up his 
tough talk by cutting off aid or loans 
Some congressmen believe that Carter's 
private plea for compromise is part of an 
emerging pattern to move U S relations 
with foreign tyrants back to a business- 
as-usual basis 
Both publicly and privately, officials 
at the White House. Pentagon and State 
Dept 
have called for greater “ flex­ 
ibility 
— the administrations code 
word for “ softening" — on the human 
rights issue 
State Dept human rights coordinator 
Pat Derian regarded as one of the most 
militant administration officials on the 
issue recently said “ I would like to see 
us place stronger emphasis on positive 


action as a preferable way to increase 
respect for human rights, rather than 
relv too much on aid cuts, public denun­ 
ciations and other of the more negative 
approaches “ 


Such words might have come from the 
great compromiser, Henry Kissinger, 
who preached quiet persuasion on human 
rights with a notable lack of success in 
such countries as Chile, Brazil and 
Argentina 


Similar statements also have been 
made by Undersecretary of State for 
Latin America. Terence Todman, U S 
Ambassador to Argentina Robert Hill 
Undersecretary of State Lucy Benson 
Wilson and many others 


One high administration official 
argued forcefully that Carter had not 
wavered on the human rights issue, but 
conceded at the end of a long talk “ Let’s 
face it. the problem is implemen­ 
tation 
He (Carter) is just as commit­ 
ted He's just not as purist ’ 


Footnote 
Carter s opposition could 
kill the legislation, which is now stymied 
in the Senate, to bar international loans 
to repressive countries The president 
believes he can more effectivelv in­ 
fluence other countries by retaining the 
option to personally oppose the loans 
VN HO S N EW S 
With a stroke of the 
pen. Commerce Secretary Juanita Kreps 
has turned over responsibility for runn 
ing her departm ent to her un­ 
dersecretary Sidney Harman 
In a private memo 
to department 
heads Kreps wrote “ For the moment 1

North County Coalition, are, I feel com­ 
pelled to set the record straight 
He calls the North County Coalition a 
“ hand picked bunch" when in fact only 
two of the five groups supporting the 
coalition are part of the statewide Tom 
Hayden-Jane Fonda movement “ The 
movement Mr Smith refers to is the 
Campaign for Economic Democracy 
with a steering committee of 45 
members 
These members are coor­ 
dinators of 45 groups throughout Califor­ 
nia 
This is an organization based on 
community organization 
rather than 
single-handed leadership as Mr Smith 
infers An illustration is Tom Hayden’s 
appearance before the Santa Maria City 
Council at the request of the local CED 
on behalf of the Housing Committee of 
E l Pueblo Unito to speak for low income 
housing 
Mr Smith states that we do not speak 
for a “ broad spectrum " The common 
goal of the groups of the coalition is to 
organize people on the local level to par­ 
ticipate in the solutions to their own 
problems I challenge Mr Smith to say 
the same for the proponents of the 
county split It seems they have had to 
resort to paying people to circulate their 
petition after raising large sums of 
money from their wealthy supporters 
Smith says we are financed out of 
Santa Barbara 
He fails to understand 
that people working together in their 
own interests don t necessarily need to 
be financed The fact is not one cent has 
changed hands on behalf of the Coalition 
over the county split issue 
Smith refers to Tom Hayden and Jane 
Fonda as “ true 
revolutionaries.“ 
Webster defines revolutionary as“ a 
person who wishes to effect a complete 
change in government." Smith should in­ 
clude himself as revolutionary in ad­ 
vocating so revolutionary an idea as a 
county split 
As far as being revenge motivated, it 
must be pointed out that the split com­ 
mittee contacted us initially to run their 
petition campaign

Mini-orchard 
bears well 


by Allan and Sheila Swenson 


You can make your home 
grounds more fruitful, even if 
you have lim ited sp ac e . 
Dwarf fruit trees bloom and 
bear prolifically. They make 
attractive specimen plantings 
anywhere or a productive 
mini orchard that yields tasty 
treats every year. 
Today, you have a wider 
choice of the tastiest, best 
varieties on dwarf trees than 
ever before You can enjoy 
cherries, 
peaches, 
plums, 
apples and pears right in your 
own yard The blooming beau­ 
ty of these trees makes them 
decorative additions to home 
plantscapes. 
Plant breeders have realiz­ 
ed that many home owners 
enjoy fruit trees, but are 
pressed for room 
So, they 
designed dwarf fruit trees us­ 
ing special grafting techni­ 
ques You can plant several in 
the sam e space that full-size 
fruit trees would require. 
That means you can grow 
different fruits or several 
tr e e s of the sa m e type 
yielding a longer harvest than 
just one large tree provides 
To produce these productive 
dwarf fruit trees, the most 
desired fruit varieties are 
grafted onto sturdy, haruy 
rootstocks, that reduce the 
height of the tree These trees 
are smaller, mature and bear 
earlier, are easier to tend, yet 
they yield bountiful harvests 
of delicious, full-size fruit. 
Many mail order firms and 
nurseries now offer these 
special fruit trees 
Stark 
Brothers in Louisiana. Mo., is 
America s oldest and largest 
fruit nursery Bountiful Ridge 
in P rin cess Ann, Md., is 
another leader 
Most seed 
com panies also offer fruit 
trees, berry bushes and plants 


for fruitful gardening now 
Our planting includes dwarf 
McIntosh, Red and Yellow 
Delicious, Lodi, Northern Spy 
apples, plus dwarf Bartlett 
pears and plums. Dwarf peach 
trees can be grown in tubs on 
porch or patio if you like. 


Since trees are permanent 
parts of your home planting, 
dig deeply to prepare soil well 
for planting Choose a sunny, 
well-drained location. Add 
w ell-rotted m anure, 
peat 
moss, composted humus to 
improve your soil if it is poor 
Mix a bucket of compost and 
manure with each bucket of 
soil for a good fertile mix to 
give trees the best possible 
start. 


Some trees are sold balled 
and burlapped, others in con­ 
tain ers. 
M ail-order trees 
usually arrive barerooted, 
wrapped in moist moss. Plant 
immediately. Make the hole 
twice as large as the root ball 
Spread bare roots well. Place 
root ball of container or 
burlap-wrapped balled trees 
carefully in the hole Add soil 
half way, tamp it down and 
water well. Then fill the hole 
with remaining soil, tamp and 
water well again. 


L eave a sau cer-sh ap ed 
depression around the tree to 
catch 
ram 
and 
irrigation 
water. Mulch too with leaves 
or compost, peat or grass clip­ 
pings to smother weeds and 
help soil hold moisture better 
Prune off broken branches. 
Cut others back several inches 
to c o m p e n sa te fo r root 
d a m a g e in sh ip m e n t or 
transplanting 
Water weekly 
so your tree can send out new 
feeding roots and set a firm 
roothold in its new home

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Scar keeps 
growing

DEAR DR 
LAMB - My 
daughter is 17 and a senior in 
high school. She has a keloid 
on one of her ears which grew 
after her ears were pierced 
The earrings given to her 
looked expensive but later the 
e ar becam e sw ollen and 
started to get a little infected. 
I took them out at once and 
after it seemed to be healed 
the little bump formed and 
kept growing larger and 
larger. 
Finally I took her to a sur­ 
geon She was 13 then The 
doctor cut if off but he said it 
would grow back At 15 she 
had surgery again and now it 
has grown back again. 
Dr Lamb, please give me 
some information Are there 
any ear specialists? Can’t the 
root be cut out so it won’t 
grow back? Every two years 
she has this problem. It’s 
bugging me and it is very em­ 
barrassing to her 
Also her ear hurts her. 
DEAR READER — Keloids 
arise froms scar tissue. You 
cannot cut without forming a 
scar and a person prone to 
keloids is very apt to have 
another keloid grow out of the 
scar tissue from surgically 
removing an old keloid 
Your letter should serve as 
a warning that ear piercing is 
not without its complications 
I think your daughter should 
see a dermatologist 
If he 
thinks the keloids can be 
removed surgically he may 
want your daughter to have X- 
rav treatment just in the area 
of 
th e 
s u r g e r y 
T h i s 
sometimes helps to prevent a 
regrowth of another keloid out 
of the new scar tissue. 
DEAR DR. LAMB — For 
several weeks 1 had an ache in 
my right temple The hinge of 
my jaw bone was sore, mak­ 
ing a cracking noise It hurt to 
chew and there was soreness 
under my jaw 


I tired to get an appoint­ 
ment with my husband’s doc­ 
tor, but before I did my hus­ 
band had to go for an 
emergency so his doctor gave 
me about five minutes — felt 
my jaw, looked at my throat 
and mouth, and asked if I have 
arthritis 
He said he would 
have the nurse give me an in­ 
jection which would “ take 
care of it.” 
This was weeks ago and I 
am still having trouble In the 
early morning hours I wake 
with the side of my head real­ 
ly hurting I keep a towel pinn­ 
ed around it at night for 
warmth. My jaw no longer 
cracks 
During the day my 
head feels pretty good except 
that occasionally I get a pam 
like an electrical current go­ 
ing through the temple and 
sometimes a sharp stab of 
pain in my ear 
Somehow I never thought of 
one getting arthritis in the 
head Can all this be arthritis9 
I am 65 years old. 
DEAR READER - Yes, 
you can have arthritis of the 
hinge of the jaw It is a joint 
and is subject to the sam e 
problems of other joints 
I think you should make an 
appointment to see a dentist 
Many problems of that joint 
can be best managed by a den­ 
tist and he may be able to give 
you some relief from your 
problem. It is important to 
know if it is arthritis or a den­ 
tal problem affecting the 
joint

If you do a lot of your own auto 
maintenance, some basic tools are a 
must You probably already have some, 
maybe all of them But do you use them 
properly9 If you don’t, you can end up 
botching the job, breaking the tool and 
losing your temper — not necessarily in 
that order 
Here are some guidelines to help you 
keep your temper, save your tools and do 
a good job when using: 
W R E N C H E S 
Whe n 
r e m o v i n g 
anything from a valve cover to a water 
pump, one of the most important things 
about using a wrench is to make sure you 
have the proper size so that it fits around 
the nut or bolt snugly If it’s not a snug fit 
(even though it's just a “ little bit 
bigger’’ than the nut or bolt), chances 
are good that when you start to turn the 
wrench to loosen the nut. the wrench will 
slip, rounding off the corners of the nut 
Also, when the wrench slips, you may 
strike your knuckles against a nearby 
object, skinning them 
This is especially important when us­ 
ing an adjustable wrench 
Set 
the 
adjustable jaw so that both jaw s of the 
wrench are firmly against the nut or 
bolt 
And keep checking and adjusting 
the fit if necessary, as you’re turning the 
nut or bolt 
Many adjustable wrenches 
tend to loosen as you repeatedly remove 
and replace it on the nut or bolt 
If you have a non-adjustable wrench of 
the proper size, use it 
Adjustable 
wrenches aren't meant to replace non- 
adjustable wrenches They are intended 
for use when a wrench of the proper size 
is not available 
Don't slip a pipe over a wrench to gain 
extra leverage to remove a stubborn nut 
or bolt And don’t hit it with a hammer.

It was m ade to loosen and tighten 
fasteners, not pry things. 
SCREW DRIVERS: 
These 
probably 
get abused more than any other single 
tool 
They’re used as everything from 
pry bars to punches. But they were in­ 
tended only to tighten and loosen screws. 
And even here people abuse them — they 
use the wrong type or the wrong size 
screwdriver 
Generally there are two kinds of 
screws you'll encounter on your car — 
those with a single slot in the screw 
head, and those with a crisscrossed slot 
(this type is called a Phillips screw). 
Don’t try to use a flat-blade screwdriver 
on a Phillips screw

round off the slots, complicating your

an emergency, when a 
wrench of the prop er size is not 
available, you may be able to use pliers 
to loosen a nut — if it’s a small one and 
doesn’t require a lot of force to turn But 
more often than not, you cannot exert 
enough force on the nut to make the 
maws of the pliers grip the nut firmly. So 
when you try to turn the nut, plier jaw s 
slip, rounding off the corners of the nut 
Pliers are meant to hold things, to bend 
wires, remove cotter pins and so on But 
they are not wrenches 
SOCKETS AND RATCHETS: These 
can make removing and replacing nuts, 
bolts and spark plugs easier In fact, you 
have to have a socket to remove and 
replace the spark plugs in your car 
One thing to remember when using a 
socket on spark plugs is to make sure 
that the socket is firmly fitted on the 
spark plug If it's only half on and you 
give a healthy twist, it may slip and 
crack the plug's white porcelain in­ 
sulator. making the plug useless. (More 
about removing and replacing spark 
plugs in a future column 
An extension (that fits between the 
ratchet and socket to allow you to reach 
nuts and bolts in hard-to-get-at recesses) 
may also seem like a handy pry bar when 
installing belts Don’t use an extension

New dictionary has the last words

An early and vital decision 
in dictionary-making is how 
big a book it should be “ It 
would have been easier, 
simpler and less expensive to 
do a dictionary 50 or 60 per 
cent larger,” explains manag­ 
ing editor Glanze ‘ Keeping a 
dictionary down to 80,000 
reference words takes more 
mental effort than doing one 
of 120,000 or 130,000. We 
thought there was little pur­ 
pose m adding another longer 
dictionary to the several at 
hand.” 


Dr. Edwin B 
W illiams, 
general editor of this new 
work, who died two years ago 
at the age of 83, had made a 
num ber 
of 
p rep a ra to ry 
studies He found out that in 
most cases, people who have 
larger desk dictionaries still 
use no more than about 80,000 
words for reference. 
Glanze assum es, as did 
Williams, that if you don’t find 
a word in the 80,000-word book 
you will go directly to the two 
biggest: 
W ebster’s Third 
(460,000 words) or Random 
House (260,000). 
However, even 80,000 is far 
more than most Americans 
know and use. According to 
s u r v e y s , 
t h e 
a v e r a g e 
American 
recognizes about 
20,000 words. Very few actual­ 


ly use more than 12,000, and 
the average for ordinary 
speech is under 2,000. In some 
segments of society it is under 
500. Not more than 15,000 
Americans know more than 
100.000 words 
But great works have been 
written with relatively small 
vocabularies The King James 
Version of The Bible gets by 
with 6,000 different words 
Homer wrote his epics with 9,- 
000. Milton used 11,000 and 
S h a k e s p e a r e ’s d r ama t i c 
vocabulary comes between 
15.000 and'20,000 
According to Glanze, the 
new Scribner Bantam has a 
number of “Firsts;” for ex­ 
ample. he claims it is the first 
to define “alkaline battery" 
correctly: 
“dry battery in 
which the positive pole is 
m a n g a n e s e dioxide, the 
negative pole zinc, and the 
electrolyte 30 to 40 per cent 
potassium hydroxide, and 
whose voltage is 1.5,” 
He hopes the new reference 
book will be in use 50 years 
from now, but admits that 
changes probably will be 
made about every five years, 
as the language continues to 
change. “No language I know 
of has the flexibility and 
malleability of English,” he 
says “English can take any 
word and make it its own, by 
changing the pronunciation, 
or ending, or meaning, or 
spelling. 
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NEW YORK - (NEA' - 
Americans love dictionaries. 
According to a Gallup poll 
four years ago, 87 per cent of 
the population have a dic­ 
tionary at home, no matter 
how old, how small or how in­ 
adequate Equally surprising, 
40 per cent of the people had 
bought their reference books

Cars and casualty costs 


Q Why does insurance cost more for 
some cars than others even if they are 
the same price9 — L K , Wheaton, Md. 
A 
Because some cars are casualty 
prone Or, they cost more to fix than 
others And some cars are hot items on 
thieves’ lists while others wouldn’t catch 
a second glance 
If a certain type of car always costs 
more to repair after an accident or is the 
target of thieves, or both, an insurance 
company has to pay out more to its 
policyholders And, in turn, owners of 
these cars have to pay higher premiums. 
My researcher. Lee Katz, found out 
that Allstate, a major auto insurer, has a 
list of cars that cost more to repair and 
are sought after by thieves This doesn’t 
mean these cars are bad cars. On the 
contrary, they're very good cars and, 
because of this, they often cost more to 
fix and are beloved by car ripoff artists 
Based on its own payout records, 
Allstate’s rating list is based on three 
major cost factors: damageability. 
repairability and theft statistics Cars 
that are rated 20 per cent higher than the 
norm require premiums that are 20 per 
cent higher Cars that are 20 per cent 
lower get a 20 per cent discount from the 
norm 
According to the company, two Fiat 
models (124. 131) topped the higher- 
premium list with a rating of 235 (with 
100 being the average) Other costlier 
rated cars are the Chevrolet Corvette 
(203). the Porsche and most other expen­ 
sive. foreign sports cars (195) and the 
Lincoln Continental Mark IV (195) 
On the low premium end of the scale, 
the Dodge Dart and Aspen were rated 65, 
Oldsmobile Omega (68), all Chryslers 
(72) except Cordoba (77), Buick Apollo 
and Skvlark (72). Oldsmobile 88 and 98

For example, discount sparkplugs 
which do not meet the auto manufac­ 
turers’ specifications can weaken or 
nullify your engine warranty. You are 
also heading for trouble if you modify 
your car for higher performance or even 
better gas mileage.

M- Tuberous begonias for summer blooms 


I suppose I must have been about 18 the 
first time I set foot in California and saw 
the incredible displays of tuberous- 
rooted begonias that grow by the acre in 
and around Santa Cruz and Capitola Two 
things I remember 
The blooms were 
breathtaking and. even though it was late 
July. I had to buy a heavy wool sweater 
to ward off the chill fog that settled in 
every afternoon and seemed to last until 
midmoming the next day 
Right away I got the idea that these 
beauties would find it difficult, if not im- 
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PATTERN should be used with care 
in planning the decor of your rooms 
Properly used, patterns can bring 
life, individuality and distinction to 
the room Overdone, it can create a 
confused, “ busy” feeling 
We’re often asked if you can use 
more than one pattern in the same 
room.

possible, to live with me back home in 
the hot, dry summers of western 
Oklahoma, but 1 was determined to give 
them a try. anyway. The following 
winter. I ordered some of the tubers and 
before long my own begonias were 
several inches tall, with the first flower- 
buds beginning to swell 
Then summer heat arrived with sud­ 
den fury and overnight my treasures 
looked as if they had been splashed with 
boiling water. I was disappointed, but 
determined to find a way to make the 
begonias comfortable With this in mind, 
I walked all around our farm, searching 
for a place that seemed cooler, with 
protection from the incessant, scorching 
winds 
Eventually, I settled on a place right 
next to the foundation of our house, along 
a north-facing wall, and there 1 dug 
almost a bail of sphagnum peat moss 
into the soil and gave it a good soaking 
Next. I sunk the begonia pots to their 
rims in this moist bed and watered them 
in place Finally. I erected a single wood- 
frame. shedlike structure, five feet tall 
at the back, sloping to three at the front, 
with end panels four feet wide, and 
stapled burlap on the top and both ends, 
leaving the front open to the north 
The rest of the summer. I used the gar­ 


den hose to wet down the burlap every 
morning and afternoon, and was careful 
never to let the begonias dry out. Within 
a month, new leaf growth appeared nor­ 
mal and at the beginning of the fifth 
week. I saw that flowerbuds were again 
forming And this time, I was not disapp- 
pointed The buds became blooms, and 
while not as large as the ones I had seen 
in California. 1 thought they were the 
most beautiful flowers in the world 
What I did was to create a 
microclimate for my begonias, a little 
place where I could help nature grow 
something that otherwise would have 
perished And if you live in a similar 
climate, do the same as I did — look for 
the coolest spot and then add shade and 
wind protection, if necessary, to make it 
cooler 


Of course if you live where summer 
nights are cool enough for you to sleep 
comfortably inside with only a fan for air 
circulation, tuberous begonias, as well 
as fuchsias, should do well And, no mat­ 
ter where you live, bear in mind that 
these begonias need soil that is always 
damp or moist, but no extremes of 
wetness or dryness 
Ideally, the tubers of these begonias 
should be started into growth indoors in a

bright window or fluorescent-light gar­ 
den between late February and mid- 
April. However, if you can still find fair­ 
ly firm tubers with pink sprouts on them 
at your local garden center, it is not too 
late to plant them this year 
Prepare a planting medium by mixing 
together two parts sphagnum peat moss 
to one each of all-purpose potting soil, 
coarse vermiculite and sharp sand Use 
this to fill four- or five-inch pots, then 
snuggle a begonia tuber into the center of 
each, pink buds pointing up, adding only 
enough of the planting medium to barely 
cover the tuber. Place the pots in a 
bright place or light garden indoors, or 
outdoors in the shade; keep the soil 
between damp and moist, but take care 
not to overwater before the leaves are 
obviously growing 
After the first two leaves are equally 
developed, place the begonias where you 
want them to grow and bloom all sum­ 
mer When the stems are six to eight in­ 
ches tall, transplant to individual pots 
an inch or two larger than the ones in 
which you started the tubers; disturb the 
roots as little as possible. 
Beginning around the 4th of July, fer­ 
tilize tuberous begonias at regular inter­ 
vals, following label directions, but go 
easy when using a chemical fertilizer on 
any begonia I feed mine mostly with fish 
emulsion, an organic that doesn't burn 
sensitive roots 


Q I live in a sunless apartment and 
grow all of my plants in a fluorescent- 
light garden 
Can I grow tuberous 
begonias this way9 
A Yes, if daytime temperatures don't 
regularly exceed 80F . and if there is a 
drop at night to around 70, in combina­ 
tion with fresh, moist air that circulates 
freely (you may have to use a small 
osciliating fan next to your light garden ). 
You will also have to burn the tubes 16 to 
18 hours out of every 24. because 
tuberous begonias bloom only on long- 
light days 
Q 
Late last summer my tuberous 
begonias changed from mostly double to 
single flowers 
Did I do something 
wrong9 
A No All begonias bear both male 
(pollen-bearing) and female (seed- 
bearing) flowers 
As the days grow 
shorter at the end of summer, tuberous 
begonias in particular just naturally con­ 
centrate energy on forming seeds 
Earlier in the season the male flowers 
are so spectacular that the single 
females may go unnoticed or, in some 
cases they may not open at all 
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Smoke detector bargains 


In these inflationary days, it’s nice to 
get caught in a price war. especially 
when prices are dropping on a product 
that could save your life. 
Following the pattern of price slashes 
in digital watches, electronic calculators 
and tv games, you’re now seeing the 
same thing happen to electronic smoke 
detectors. 
When they first came out some of 
these life-saving devices cost upwards of 
$90 each Last year, the price dropped 
into the $40 range and this spring, if you 
shop around carefully, you might find 
detectors going for as little as $24 Peo­ 
ple in the industry say the price could 
drop again by late summer in special 
sales to around $18 or so. 
“When prices on electronic products 
get below $20." says one industry 
marketing man, "you’re competing with 
impulse items and you get a much bigger 
volume of sales ” 
An electronic smoke detector certainly 
ought to be an impulse item but not 
because of its low cost. Your impulse 
should be to buy one to put in your apart­ 
ment. mobile home or house because 
your life could depend on it. 
According to fire marshals, smoke, not 
flames, is the number one killer in 
residential fires. Smoke contains large 
quantities of deadly carbon monoxide 
and other toxic gases. Before the flames 
get to you, you're dead or incapacitated 
from the smoke 
So what kind of detector should you 
buy and what kind of price should you 
pay for it*> A lot depends on where you 
live 
If. for example, you live in a two-story 
home, you should get at least two detec­ 


tors — one for the hall upstairs near your 
bedrooms and the other downstairs near 
the kitchen and basement stair area. 
There are two types of detectors. One 
is an ionization type and the other is 
based on a photo-electric principle. 
Don’t ask me to get into a technical 
harangue on how each works, but the ion 
type is usually more sensitive to quick, 
fiash fires with a lot of flames. 
The photo type is usually more sen­ 
sitive to smoldering fires such as those 
that occur when some guest drops a 
cigarette ash on your couch. The 
smoldering fires are often the most 
dangerous and they’re more common. 
The experts say that you’ll do well with 
either type of detector but suggest that 
you put the ion type upstairs near the 
bedrooms for faster warning with quick 
fires They also suggest that you put a 
photo-electric type downstairs near the 
kitchen area to give earlier warning 
against smoldering fires 
Photo-electric detectors can be more 
practical in or near the kitchen because 
they’re less inclined to be set off by nor­ 


mal kitchen cooking fumes Ion detec­ 
tors can give false alarms around the 
kitchen area 
If you live in an apartment, mobile 
home or other one-story dwelling, you 
may be better off with one detector that 
experts say combines the best warning 
characteristics of both ion and photo­ 
electric types. 
Consumers' Union and at least one 
government agency have tested smoke 
detectors and have found that the ion 
detector made by Pyr-A-Larm which 
sells for around $35 is sensitive to both 
flash fires and smoldering fires Pyr-A- 
Larm also makes Norelco and Sunbeam 
brand ion detectors and. depending on 
where you live, these other labels may 
be $50 to $10 cheaper 
For battery-powered detectors, be 
sure you know what type batteries they 
take Some must take f 1-12-volt batteries 
that cost $7 to $9 to replace and others 
can take a 9-volt battery that only costs 
$1 79 to replace

the potential of our sun,' said 
Stella Andrassy of nearby 
Kingston 
“ Even some who 
do. merely decide it's too ex- 
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pensive, or something, to try 
to meet the crisis logically 
with this alternative method 
of energy.” 
With her husband, Mrs. An­ 
drassy has been working on 
practical applications for 
solar energy for almost 25 
years. 
Mrs. Andrassy, who fled 
Communist oppression in 
Hungary said, “ There are two 
major problems facing our 
world today. One is that we 
are choking on the waste 
materials created by the in­ 
dustrial age, and the other is 
that we are close to the end of 
the fuel supply that keeps 
those machines running ’’ 
She said the nearing of the 
earth s inhabitants to scrap­ 
ing the bottom of the energy 
barrel has awakened some to 
realizing that the orange- 
colored ball in the sky may 
hold the key to survival itself. 
Mrs. Andrassy and her hus­ 
band, Count Imre Andrass, 
met when he was a military 
attache to her native Sweden, 
from Hungary. 
When the Communists took 
over Hungary, the Andrassys 
emigrated to the United 
States After their arrival in 
this country, Mrs Andrassy, 
who speaks seven languages 
fluently, met Dr 
M aria 
Telkes, a pioneer in the solar 
energy field. 
As a journalist, she asked 
Dr Telkes to help her write a 
book on solar energy Because 
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of her writings, Curtis-Wnght 
Corporation, then located 
near Trenton, invited Mrs 
Andrassy to become a 
member of the staff This was 
in 1958. 
The corporation constructed 
a 100 per cent solar-heated 
house, with the water and 
heating system developed by 
Mrs. Andrassy 
The house, 
built in Clarksville, was sub­ 
sequently purchased by the 
Shell Oil Company, and the 
solar house was torn down 
The Andrassys purchased a 
five-acre tract and home in 
Kingston, so she could be 
close to her employment 
They began working in 
earnest on development of 
solar devices. The Count is a 
mechanical engineer, and 
together the couple has con­ 
structed — and holds patents 
on — solar cooking ovens, 
solar water heaters and a 
solar dehydrator. The in­ 
struments are ready for mass 
production 
Another project conceived 
by Mrs. Andrassy is being 
given serious consideration in 
a pilot program in Princeton. 
Sewage sludge is being turned 
into fertilizer and distilled 
water. 
One 
320-square-foot 
solar still has been in use for 
more than a year. 
She recalled how the project 
got started “ I knew it would 
work, but I needed some 
sludge to work with,” she 
said So this regal woman with 
her clear, blue eyes, walked to 
the door of the Princeton 
sewage treatment plant, and 
knocked on the door. 
“ I asked them if I could 
borrow some sludge.” With 
her deep, throaty laugh, she 
said, “ They were happy to 
give it to me . . . all I 
wanted.” 
The Princeton sewage treat­ 
ment plant spews forth some 
three million gallons of sludge 
daily. For more than 40 years, 
sludge from Central New 
Jersey communities has been 
disposed of by dumping into 
the Atlantic Ocean 
It has 
become an in cre as in g 
problem, since more and 
more sewage 
treatment 
plants are being constructed 
as people move from urban 
centers. The effluent is en­ 
dangering the beaches and 
creating a dead sea dumping 
area. 
Mrs. Andrassy provided a 
solution which involves an 
especially-designed solar still.

From it. she extracts pure 
drinking water, and a top 
grade fertilizer, rich in need­ 
ed minerals, like phosphorous 
and nitrogen, from the sludge 
“ And the cost is relatively 
small,” Mrs 
Andrassy said 
enthusiastically. 
Another project which has 
brought pleasure to the An­ 
drassys is their Solar 
Dehydrator They dry fruits, 
vegetables, fish and other 
items by utilizing the sun 
Since they grow most of 
their own food in their 
backyard garden, they use the 
fruits of their labors Mrs An­ 
drassy said last year's grape 
harvest was “ magnificent. 
She made great amounts of 
raisins, and said, “ With the 
price of raisins what they are, 
it is a great savings to use the 
sun 
The Andrassys make much 
use of the solar oven they 
developed, and Mrs Andrassy 
said she bakes breads and 
other foods on bright days 
“ You just have to plan ahead, 
and cook things when it’s sun­ 
ny in this area. 1 just heat 
them up on a regular stove on 
cloudy days, but even that is a 
saving.” she said 
The Andrassys have dreams 
too 
The couple wants to donate 
three acres of their property 
to establish the Sol-El 
Institute, as a center for ex­ 
changing information on solar 
and other modes of renewable 
energy 
“ We have collected so much 
information, and it would be a 
shame for future generations 
not to have it,” Mrs Andrassy 
said 
As the couple envisions it, 
there would be an exhibition 
area where working models of 
existing solar devices would 
be displayed Mrs. Andrassy 
said, “ Our land has been 
designated as an area for 
research and light industry, so 
the location is ideal 
So-El 
Institute would coordinate the 
development of technical and 
economic information, as well 
as marketing approaches.” 
She added, “ The combina­ 
tion of solar energy and wmd- 
power could solve so many of 
our 
n a t i o n ’s 
present 
problems. It could save the 
United States m illions of 
barrels of oil each day ”

In “ Great Pets,’’ Sara 
Stein, an inveterate pet lover 
and foster parent to numerous 
animals, interlaces her per­ 
sonal experiences 
and 
philosophies 
with 
practical 
advice for 10 to 12 year olds on 
the care and feeding of more 
than 50 different pets. Those 
included vary from common 
types of dogs, cats, goldfish, 
canaries, guinea pigs and 
hamsters to those pets the 
author classifies as backyard 
(geese and goats), unusual 
apartment (ferrets and 
skunks), 
serpentarium 
(snakes), vivarium (iguanas 
and crickets), overnight 
(fireflies and salamanders), 
and animals in the wild (rac­ 
coons and ducks). Where 
applicable, she discusses 
housing, 
diet, 
illnesses, 
general care and approximate 
cost. Interspersed throughout 
are 
black 
and 
w hite 
photographs, useful drawings, 
and short, often amusing, 
anecdotes. 
A final chapter offers detail­ 
ed diagrams, costs and in­ 
structions for constructing pet 
homes such as bird cages, 
hutches, aquariums and even 
a goat shed. In contrast to 
Vandivert, Stein assumes 
rather than stresses the 
child’s responsibility for pet 
care. Although her style is 
chatty and wordy, it’s full of 
affection for her subject. 
Alvin and Virginia Silvers- 
tein, who have written several 
books about specific animals, 
here focus on “ Gerbils: All 
About Them ” Since the gerbil 
craze hit the U.S. in the ’60s,
